seerns that the jail officials do not 
agree as to whether the man's body 
was found in his cell or upon the 
floor in the corridor.

Holt killed himself he was apparent- 
ly assisted in doing so and, as evi- 
dence, points to the story of his clinrt>- 
ing over the door of his cell. 
The 


Record says: 


Ordinary 
cell 
doors 
close 
the 


cell, and a prisoner cannot get out 
unless he digs out or saws off some 
of the bars of the grated door. The 
most detailed 
description 
of 
the 


prison represents that Muenter had 
to go out out of the cage surrounding 
the cell house and in again to reach 
the point from which he is supposed 
to have leaped to his death. If three 
doors were left open for 
his con- 


venience there 
was extraordinary 


negligence, or he was aided in his 
supposed intention to kill himself. 
Was he killed in his cell while the 
guard was conveniently absent, and 
the hody then thrown into the cor- 
ridor? 


The officials are under obligations 


to clear up several mysteries attend- 
ing the death of Holt and Muentor 
He had a motive for killing himself, 
but, then, there may have been others 
who had a motive for killing him. 
He was apparently .weakening, 
lie 


seemed 
overwhelmed with 
regret 


that he had shot Mr. Morgan. Ho 
had promised to tell everything ho 
knew, and while he might have been 
lying, or decided afterward that he 
would rather put an end to himself, 
his conduct after his arrest may well 
have raised 
apprehensions 
in 
the 


minds of confederates, if 
he 
had 


them. 


There are some indications that 


he had confederates. He could hard- 
ly have done all the things he did 
without help. Since his death there 
have come to light evidences of a 
conspiracy to put infernal machines 
upon steamers carrying supplies to 
the allies. 
If there is such a con- 


spiracy and Muenter was in it, which 
ie highly probable, the 
other con- 


spirator* would be naturally anx- 
ious to have him silenced especial- 
ly as he began to show signs of panic 
or remorse. Threats have been made 
against the life of the British Am- 
bassador, who was the guest of Mr. 
.Morgan 
Did Muenter go to Glen 


Cove for the purpose of assassinat- 
ing Sir Cecil Spring-Rive? If he did 
there are probably persons at large 
who would much rather not have 
him tell of the purpose; he might at 
the same time tell of associates. 


When a man dies in a jail there 


ought to be no room to question the 
place where his body was found. 
If 


that is a matter of dispute, and it 
there are signs of conspirators who 
\\ ighed him silenced, the investiga- 
tion should be thorough enough to 
determine whether he killed himself 
or was put to death to prevent a 
confession.

wars, except in connection with out- 
rages upon the civil population. 


Miss Addams would not, of course, 


say such thinss unless she had posi- 
tive knowledge of such 
practices, 


which contrast strangely with cer- 
:ain legislation of some of the coun- 
tries at war and with the public pro- 
essions of their statesmen and the 
official admonitions of their 
sold- 


iers. 


Assuming, as we must, that Miss 


Addams speaks with posithe knowl- 
dee and has not been deceived, her 
picture of men poisoned to a sort of 
madness—"doped up to die"—casts 
a lurid light upon the present state 
of civilization in Europe and upon 
the depths of bestiality into which 
the masses of the people are urged 
by some of their rulers.

Last year more than 8,000,000 cubic 
centimeters of serum were made, in 
1913, 5,436,000 and in 1912, 3,234,- 
000 cubic centimeters. 
The 
same 


proportional increase in the plant's 
output this year would give a pro- 
duction of 12,000,000. 
Dr. Fischer 


figured conservatively on 10,000,000 
cubic centimeters. 
The serum will 


be sold at cost. 


The organized campaign 
of 
the 


state against hog cholera, as carried 
on last year in Payette county, will 
be abandoned this year, owing 
to 


lack of appropriation of funds by the 
legislature. 


The foot and mouth disease has 


been stamped out entirely in Ohio, 
Dr. Fischer reported to the commis- 
sion. Hamilton county is still under 
quarantine, so far as shipments out 
of the county for any other purpose 
than immediate s-laughter is concern- 
ed, and the Union 
Stockyards 
at 


Cleveland also 
are under 
similar 


quarantine. 
Both will be 
released 


soon, it is 
expected.

farms where infection existed recent- 
ly, are still under observation. Alter 
cases of the disease were cured on 
these farms, young animals were al- 
lowed to be in fields or buildings 
where infection might be contracted, 
and these are subjected to a 90-day 
inspection to ascertain whether there 
still remain any source of active in- 
fection.

school lesson for next Sunday we 
have the oft-told but c\cr new story 
of King Solomon's dream, while he 
was offering sacrifices at the high 
place of Gibeon. "We the people of 
the United States" are not versed in 
dreamology and it is peraaps impos- 
sible for us to appreciate the signifi- 
cance which the Orientals have given 
to the dreams which attend "tired 
nature's sweet restorer balmy sleep." 


To my mmd Mr. Editor, the signif- 


icance of this story lies not in the 
supposed miraculous appearance of 
the Lord to Solomon, but rather in 
the suggestion or rei refutation of 
the manner in which he apepars to 
us in the order and course of His 
providence. 


In other words, I read in the story 


of this dream that the Lord appear- 
ed to Solomon in a wholly unexpect- 
ed manner and spoke to him in such 
wise that he could give no answer 
but the supreme desire and aspira- 
tion of his mind and soul. And does 
he not appear to every one of us. O 
men and women after this manner as 
we rise up in the morning and as we 
lie down at night? 
And are there 


not otten particular crises in 
our 


lives when he asks us what he shall 
give us and when we must needs 
make a choice that will determine 
the whole course of our lives and the 
characters we are to possess in this 
world and in the next? 


I have claimed that from the man- 


ner in which. the Lord appeared to 
Solomon and from the question that 
was put to him, he-could give no an- 
swer but the supreme desire which I 
was cherished in his mind and soul; I 
and is this not the answer and the I 
only answer we ran give when we 
meet the Lord of Truth and Wisdom 
face to face, whether it be in the 
watches of the night or in the occu- 
pations and-diversions of the day? 


I do not understand that Solomon 


was free from all material 
desires 


and purposes, neither do T say we 
should be; for Mother Nature has 
made us creatures of clay and dirt; 
and if we have a riiUit to live at all, 
we must needs give due attention 
and consideration 
to 
our 
bodily 


wants and our 
material 
"circum- 


stances." Bishop Phillips Brooks said 
in one of his noted sermons, "We are 
subject to the 
gravitation 
of 
the 


earth, but we are also subject to the 
gravitation of the stars." He might 
also have reversed the order of his 
terms and told us that while we are 
subiect to the 
gravitation of 
the 


stars, we are also subject 
to 
the 


gravitation of the earth. 


But what is one supreme 
desire 


that we cherish above all others? If 
the Lord should appear to us either 
by day or by na^ht and with audible 
voice ask us what he should give us, 
what would be our answer? Would 
we at'dnce'as'k for ,1 wise ant! under- 
standing heart 
as 
Solomon 
did? 


Would we ask for a larger measure 
of material goods, that we 
might 


gratify our selfish desires and freo 
ourselves from all fare and anxiety 
concerning the things, pertaining to 
one's body, or would we pray for the 
wisdom we need that we may so use 
our earthly possessions as to promote 
our own moral and spiritual welfare 
and proclaim the snspel of friendliness 
and good will to all men—and to the 
lower animals as \vell?
